City Has Spent Over $200, 


000 in Smooth Surfacing 
This year—Work Almost 
Finished. 


The R. M. Hudson Company wnich 
•ince last Spring has been Improving 
city streets has -virtually completed 
the city's programme only two pieces 
of work remaining to be done. One 
of ttese is a three hundred yard con- 
crete-stretch from Bridge street along 
Canal" to a point where, the concrete 
paving already is laid and the other is 
improvement on Bradley road. Dur- 
ing-the past few days the company 
has been going over the various streets 
In the City patching holes. 
West 
Main street which has shown signs of 
deterioration through the summer has 
had many of the bad holes and ridges 
refilled wiih asphalt but it Is Mt that 
no permanent Improvement can l»e 
wrought until a concrete base had 
"been laid and the asphalt surface 
superimposed. 
It will probably be 
Mvwal-years before any effort is made 
to resurface West Main street in view 
of the large sum spent on it of recent 
years and the fact that other streets 
in the city have a prior claim. 
City Enginere R. K. Linvjli* has not 
yet completed his offlelal survey of 
itreet work d,on« In Danville this year. 
It 5s expected *o show, however that 
more than flve miles of permanent 
smooth surface has been laid in- the 
streets of the city at a cost of over 
ISOO.AQO. There Is no doubt that the 
work accomplished this year In street 
improvement is the largest ever done 
in any on* year in the «*!tys" history. It 
is now por*W« to spend a considerable 
time driving over ih* new smooth 
paved street* of the city. 
The Hudson Conuwny will r*tain Its 
'plant here until n*xt year for there 
will be" some Important improvements 
don* then. There i» little doubt that 
Craghead street win be smooth paved 
this b*3ns in **<* need of repair at the 
present time. Th* work accomplished 
this y^ar virtaslly completes th* im- 
provement programme under the bond 
issue plan.

A $7,500,000 BLAZE 


The Pittsylvania grand jury sitting 


at Chatham, was delayed .yesterday in 
taking up the investigation of the 
alleged disturbance at Gretna and ad- 
journed yesterday evening after two 
witnesses had been examined. One of 
the men closely examined was Magis- 
trate R. C. Collie of Chatham, one of 
the two magistrates who presided at 
the. hearing when Ollie .Ramsey was 
acquitted of violating the Mapp act. 
The enquiry was resumed this 
morning when court resumed its ses- 
sions with indications of some -de- 
termination being reached during the 
afternoon. 
Witnesses trom 
Gretna 
were reported again on hand this 
morning, prepared to testify and state 
and county officers were also on hand 
to give .their version. . 
Enquiry made of Sheriff Hodnett 
this morning revealed that so far as 
he knew there are no warrants out 
for R. G. Thompson and J. H. Dunn, 
the two detectives whose evidence be-' 
fore the grand Jury is considered vital. 
Sheriff Hodnett said that he knew 
nothing whatever about a handful of 
warrants for the North Carolina men, 
adding that if they were out they 
would have been put in his hands to 
be served. It is reported reliably that 
the two detectives on reaching Chat- 
ham, were met by a man at the sta- 
tion who urged them not to alight, 
warning them that there were several 
warrants charging violation of the 
Mapp act against each one. Whether 
or not this was a subterfuge to prevail 
on the officers bt leave the vicinity 
quickly so that they would not be - 
present to" give damaging testimony 
may:afford a phase for grand jury in-- 
-vestigation.

It developed that pub- 
lication of the government's adver- 
tisement had not matured, in a good 
many -cases and or that reason the 
cars could not be disposed of this 
term. Several hundred gallons of 
liquor, much of which is stored in the 
cellar of the federal building here will 
be poured out- It is of,such 'quality, 
the officials claim, that it is of no real 
service for hospitals. * Bonded liquors 
seized are usually given by the gov- 
ernment to 
such institutions for 
medicinal purposes.

The case of O. E. Barbour resulted

Judge C. C. Lyon, holding court In 
the 4th Judicial District, issued the 
restraining order which was forward- 
ed to Nashville today and will be serv- 
ed without delay upon the defendants 
in this flrst caw of the tobacco co- 
operative. 
Z. A. Harrell, of Macclesfleld, who 
signed up 25,000 pounds of tobacco 
with the co-operatives and W. T- 
Jones, of Nashville, who aigned up" 
over 10,000 pounds are alleged in the 
complaint of the association to have 
sold 5,000 pounds apiece outside of 
the aasoclatlon in violation of their 
contract 
Both part.es are alleged 
to ha\e stated thej would not deliver 
any of their tobacco to the associa- 
tion, and papers will be forwarded 
them notifying the defendants to ap- 
pear before Judge E A Daniels, of 
the Second,Judicial District, at Nash- 
ville, N C, on 'Monday, October 9th, 
to show cause why the 
injunction 


should not be granted until the final 
hearing of the case. 
The summons filed in these first 
sulsts of the Tobacco Co-operative 
call for liquidated damages of five 
cents a pound 'for ail tobacco sold 
outside of the association as provided 
in its contract wuh all members, also 
for attorneys fees of ?350 00, in each 
case. 
The association has instituted 
a 
similar suit against F. W. Fairey, of 
Kingstree, S. C.. and has obtained a 
restraining order to prevent further 
deliieries of his tobacpo, according 
to F. L Wilcox, attorney for the as- 
sociation in South Carolina. 
The cases in which the Tobacco Co- 
operative takes action today will be 
followed up by suits against other

U. S. Institution 
To Observe Eclipse 


CHARl/>TTH8VILA,B, Sept. 19— 


An eclipse of th« nun which occurs 
Thursday will be visible only from 
Islands In the Indian ocean and 'on 
the east coast of Africa, but it is at-, 
trading considerable attention amonff 
astronomers because of the light it is 
expected to throw upon the Einstein 
theory, according to Dr. Harold Lee 
Aldn of the McCormlck observatory 
at the University of Virginia. 


On account of the distance to the 
points from which the 
eclipse may 
be seen, the Lick observatory, co- 
operating' with the Dominion obser- 
vatory of Canada, la the only Ameri- 
can instutlon sending an expedition 
to study this eclipse.

EW YORK, Sept. 21.—An experi- 


ment Is being conducted in Long 


Island City which may point tho way 
to a solution of the national housing 
problem. 


"Cooperative building is the answer 
to this economic question," says Wal- 
ter Stabler, comptroller of the Insur- 
ance company that is undertaking this 
great development. 


Stabler is the man who Is handling 
the 
$7,000.000 home building pro- 
gram. This radical and unprecedent- 
ed use of life insurance funds for the 
public benefit is the result of a special 
amendment to the insurance law, ob- 
tained as a sequel to Samuel Unter- 
myer's spectacular exposure of build- 
ing and housing evils in the Lockwood 
committee's Investigation. 


Homes are beirg built for 1950 fam- 
ilies 
They will rent for $9 a room 
and are designed chiefly for indus- 
trial workers and persons of small in- 
comes. 


In addition to this building enter- 
prise, the same insurance company 
during the last tHree years has loaned 
upwards of 5100,000 000 for the con- 
struction of 9,000 houses and 1,000 
apartment houses in various parts of 
the country. 


"The Lockwood committee's inves- 
tigation pointed to co-operative build- 
ing as a cure for housing enLs," said 
Stabler. 
"Profiteering raised 
rents 
out of proportion in man> old prop- 
erties, while a. combination of ab- 
normal circumstances increased the 
cost of new construction. A move- 
ment more or less altruistic was nec- 
essary to bring relief. 


"Hence the program we hae under- 
taken, in wfaich we are seeking not 
more than six per cent return on the 
investment and three to five per cent. 
to amortize the cost of the building, as 
compared to the 16 per cent, and 
higher demanded by the speculative 
builder.Demonstrate Practicability 
- 
"We are out to shov that" good 
homes can be built cheaply—first by 
ouaatity buying of materials; second, 
by co-operation of labor, and third, 
by eliminating profiteering in con- 
struction and materials 
"These homes are being built for 
considerably- less than, individuals 
could build them, because of auactfty 
producuon.

Presidential Veto Is 


Sustained in Senate on 


Soldiers' Bonus Bill 


WASHINGTON. *Sept^ 20.—The sol- 


diers' bonus bill failed of enactment 
late today. The. Senate sustaining: 
President Harding's veto. Previously 
the House had overridden the veto by 
a large margin. 
The Senate roll call showed 44 yeas 
and 28 nays, or four less than the two. 
thirds majority necessary to enact the 
measure "without the president's ap- 
proval. The vote ia the House was 
258 to 54 or 50 more than the requir- 
ed number. 
Although it was stated that a new 
bonus bill might be introduced to- 
morotr. it \vas certain the bonus fight 
would not be renewed at least until 
the next session of Congress, which 
will begin December 4. 
The House vote on the flrst passage 
of the bonus last March 23 -was 333 to 
70 or 4-"5 to 1, as compared with 
4.77 to 1 today. The Senate vote to- 
day compared with 47 to 22 by wh3<-h 
the measure was first passed on Aug- 
ust 31. 
Most of the Hoias« votes to *as*a3n 
the prwddcnt were cast by members 
from eastern and southern states. TiHh 
west«rv*afcl?£attons voting solidly for 
the bHl 
There was only brie? consideration 
of the measure in the House. Jn call- 
Jng1 up the bill. Mr. Mondell said it 
had been considered for a long Ume 
and th'at further debate was act likely 
to change A siagto vole and was un- 
necessary.

AT LOW LEVEL 


XEW YORK. Sept. 20—The death 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis, in 
the >ear 1921 reached the remark- 
ably low level of 90 7 per 100,000 
population. 
This information has 


been obtained by the National Tuber- 
culosis Association from the registrars 
of 45 states in the union 
In 
1921 icturns from 
40 states 
showed a death rate of 108 per 100,- 
000 
The decline in 1921 is eouivalent 
according- to the association, to a sav- 
ing of about 18,000 lives in 1321 over 
1920 


The association points fut further 
that since it began its active prograrr 
in 1905. the tuberculous d^ath rate 
has been cut from slightly over 200 
to a figure well below 100 per 100 000
